Motion by Judge Bobbitt, seconded by Mr. Hines, that a special
meeting of the State Highway Commission was opened at $:30 A. M. February
11, 1938,

In Bexar County, it is ordered that a projkct be added to the
Grade Crossing Program providing for a protection installation at the
erossing of Highway No. 2, U. S. No. 81, and the Missouri Pacific Rail-
road near the south city limits of San Antonio and the State Highway En=
gineer is directed to submit a request to the U. S. Bureau of Public
Roads providing for programming of this project,

WHEREAS, in Bexar County, on Highway No. 2, the U. S. Air Corps
has presented data to show the necessity and desirability of the closing
of that portion of old Highway No. 2 that traverses Kelly Field in order
that extensive improvements and deve lopments may be made on this impor-
tant training center; and

WHEREAS, a plan hes been presented to reroute this road at or
near the south edge of Kelly Field to a connection with the new location
of Highway No. 2 east of the Missouri Pacific and Southern Pacific Rail-
way tracks, such relocation to be constructed without expense to the
Highwey Department with the exception of a requested grade separation
project at the proposed railway crossings; and

WHEREAS, this proposed relocation will f£it into the future plan
for the development of the Military Drive around the City of San Anton=-
io; now, therefores,

IT IS ORDERED that the State Highway Engineer make investigations
and estimates of the proposed grade separations and report such that the
project may be considered for current Federal railway grade crossing
programs, when and if funds develop to permit such construction, and afte
Bexar County has advised that arrangements have been made to finance

and construct the necessary approaches according to plans and specifica-
tions satisfactory to the State Highway Department.

In Caldwell & Guadalupe Counties, since the Bureau of Public
Roads has indicaeted its unwillingness to approve addition to the Federal
Aid Higlway System of Highway No. 80 between Luling andl Nixon and since
construc tion of the San Marcos River Bridge and approaches with Regular
Federal Aid funds depended upon such approval, it is ordered that this
item of the 1938 Reguler Federal Aid Program be deleted therefrom and
the State Highway LEngineer is directed to submit this information to the
U. 8. Buresu of Public Roads.

In Dawson & Terry Counties, it is ordered that a highway be
designated fran Brownfield to Lamesa. This designation is made with the
understanding that Higlway Department funds are not now available for
the construction of this highway. No portion of this designation is to
be assumed by the Department for maintenance.

The State Highway Engineer is directed to inamugurate surveys in
order to establish route and location and furnish right-ofewsy deeds to
the countiss involved. This work is ordered in accordance with the re-
quw st of the counties for assistance in order that they may secure such
right-of~way at their convenience.

It is further ordered that this designation be canceled immediatel
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WHEREAS, in Donley County, Highway No. 88, N.R.W.R. 29, Sec-
tion 1, relief laborers are available at this time in a greater number
than in the past; and

WHEREAS, said relief laborers may not be available after May 1,
1838; and

WIEREAS, 1t appears that the approved work, estimated to cost
$60, 000,00, cannot be carried to completion by this date without supple-
mentary State funds in the emount of $4,000.00;

IT IS THEREFORE ordered by the Commission that @4,000.00 State
funds be sppropriated to supplement P.W.A, and W.P.A. funds.

In £1 Paso County, on Highway No. 1, N.R.W.R. 60, Section 2,
providing for the widening of roadway from Fabens east to Hudspeth
County line cannot be constructed due to inability of the Works Progress
Administration to furnish relief labor.

IT IS THEREFORE ordered by the Commission that this project be
cancelled and the P.W.A. funds released for use on present approved
clean=-up projects.

In Foard County, on Highway No« 16 fram Crowell south 4 miles,
an asphalt surfacing project was provided by the 1937 Asphalt Program
and approved by the Commission on August 4, 1937 in the amount of
$5,000, In order to properly coordinate this work with the base course
construction under Job No. M-98-3~5, it is hereby ordered that $4,000.00
or so much thereof as may be necessary be appropriated as an increase
to Job No, M-98-3~5 to provide for the construction of this asphalt sur-
facing by maintenance forces.

In Galveston County, it is ordered by the State Highway Commissigh
that wehicles transporting the children of the Port Bolivar and High Is-
land Schools be transported on the Galvesbton=Bolivar Ferries without the
payment of tolls fram Port Bolivar to Galveston and return on February
26, 1938, in order that such children may participate in the Junior Mardj
Gras parade and coronation on that date. This free passage of vehicles %b
to be conditionsd that sach such vehicle shall conteain not less than
three (3) school children from Port Bolivar and High Island Schools, and
that the school authorities shall furnish the driver of each such vehi-
cle with a certificate showing the names of the passengers of such vehi-
cle and the name of the school attended by each. These cortificates
shall be presented to the ticket agents of the Galveston-Bolivar Ferries

In Kleberg & Brooks Counties, commitment is hereby made to inclugb
Highway No. 16 from Riviers to I'slfurrias in the first increment of
highways to be submitted for approval as a part of the Secondary Highway
System and the State Highwey Engineer is directed to sulmit this infor=
mation to the U. S. Bureau of Public Roads to support previous request
for withdrawal of this section of Highway No. 18 from the Federal Aid
Hiphway System.

In Menard & Schleicher Counties, it is ordered that a highway
be designated from Menard to kldorado. This designation is made with
the undenstanding that Highway Department funds are not now available
for the construction of this highway. No portion of this designation is
to be assumed by the Department for maintenance.

The State Highway Engineer is directed to insugurate surveys in
order to establish route and location snd furnish right-of-way deeds to
the counties involved., This work is ordered in accordance with the re-
quest of the counties for assistance in order that they may secure such
right-of-way at their convenience.

It is further ordered that this designation be canceled immedietef
ly upon delivery of the right-of-way deeds to the counties involwved.

at this time, and that an increased appropriation for this work may be
necessary at a later date.
